tions,  the  term  “Church-State 
threat”  strongly  implies  that 
Southern  Baptists  should  have  a 
goal  of  “separation  of  church  and 
state.”  The  concerns  rightly 
expressed  were  mainly  that  the 
federal  government  is  beginning 
to  fund  church-run  day  care  cen¬ 
ters,  and  that  with  federal  funding 
comes  federal  controls. 

While  these  concerns  are  shared 
by  me,  I  am  alarmed  that  the  “sep¬ 
aration  of  church  and  state”  was 
implied  as  something  that  should 
be  desired.  It  seems  that  the  term 
came  from  the  same  group  that 
has  rewritten  our  school  history 
books  so  that  our  children  do  not 
know  that  we  have  a  Christian 
heritage.  Our  Constitution  does 
not  call  for  the  separation  of 
church  and  state.  It  only  prohibits 
the  state  from  interfering  with  the 
free  exercise  of  our  faith  and  from 
establishing  a  state-sponsored 
church. 

The  approximately  200  found¬ 
ing  fathers  of  our  country  were 
well  aware  of  the  church  influence 
on  the  government  Even  the  12 
founding  fathers  who  did  not 
leave  a  written  confession  of  hath 
in  Christ  had  a  strong  belief  that 
the  government  cannot  function 
properly  apart  from  the  Christian 
ethics.  In  fact,  the  basic  laws 
enacted  by  the  early  Congress 
were  the  encoding  of  God’s  laws 
as  given  through  Moses. 

I  believe  that  Jesus  meant  more 
than  “pay  your  taxes”  when  he 
said,  “Render  therefore  unto  Cae¬ 
sar  the  things  which  are  Caesar’s 
....”  Does  it  not  also  mean  that 
godly  people  should  occupy 
responsible  positions  in  govern¬ 
ment,  that  we  should  put  them 
there,  and  that  we  should  use  our 
influence  to  make  the  government 
do  that  which  is  right? 

“When  the  righteous  are  in 
authority,  the  people  rejoice:  but 
when  the  wicked  beareth  rule,  the 
people  mourn”  (Proverbs  29:2).

“Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest  that  he  will  send  forth 
laborers  into  his  harvest.”  These 
words  are  a  command  from  the 
Lord  to  enter  into  intercessory 
prayer  for  world  missions. 

In  August,  1990  the  Springfield 
Baptist  Church  voted  to  accept  a 
prayer  assignment  from  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board.  Our  assign¬ 
ment:  7.6  million  Hui  (Whey)  peo¬ 
ple  of  China  living  in  Anhui 
Province  in  North  China.  They  are 
of  Moslem  background  and  have 
little  or  no  evangelical  witness 
among  them. 

When  Springfield  began  its 
prayer  assignment  there  were  only 
23  believers  among  the  millions  of 
Hui  people.  We  prayed  prayers  of 
thanksgiving  that  Christ  died  for 
them  even  as  be  did  for  us,  and 
that  the  23  believers  among  the 
Hui  people  would  be  given 
courage  to  share  Christ  with  oth¬ 
ers.  We  asked  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
take  the  meager  resources  and  con¬ 
vict  the  Hui  people  of  their  need 
for  Christ.  We  prayed  for  positive 
witnesses  to  the  Hui  people.  And 
finally,  we  prayed  that  any  one  of 
us  might  be  willing  to  go  if  the 
Lord  wanted  it  that  way. 

In  the  membership  of  our  church 
was  a  former  missionary,  Mimi 
Jean  Moore.  She  and  her  late  hus¬ 
band,  Elton  Moore,  had  served  two 
terms  in  Indonesia.  During  the 
next  months  she  applied  for 
approval  to  the  Cooperative  Ser¬ 
vices  International,  an  arm  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board. 

When  the  assignment  came  it 
was  to  teach  English  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Anhui  in  Anhui  Providence 
in  Hefei  China.  Hefei  is  located  in 
North  China  among  the  Hui  peo¬ 
ple.  Moore  accepted  the  assign¬ 
ment  and  left  for  Hefei  August  17, 
1991.  This  was  one  year  from  the 
time  our  church  began  praying  for 
the  Hui  people. 

We  have  continued  to  pray  for 
Mimi  Jean  and  the  Hui  people.  We 
are  believing  the  Lord  will  use  her 
to  reach  some  key  people  from 
among  the  Hui  with  whom  she  is 
woddng.

Maryland’s  Montgomery  Baptist 
Association  voted  Oct.  18  to 
extend  membership  to  a  church 
led  by  a  female  pastor,  despite  a 
warning  that  at  least  one  member 
congregation,  Wildwood  Church 
in  Bethesda,  would  terminate  its 
affiliation  with  the  association  as 
a  result. 

Messengers  at  the  association’s 
annual  meeting  voted  62-18  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  a 
women  in  ministry  task  force  that 
leadership  by  ordained  women 
not  be  considered  a  test  of  fel¬ 
lowship  for  a  petitioning  church.

Southern  appoints  third  ethics  professor 
to  counter  Simmons'  pro-abortion  views 

By  Mark  Wingfield 

LOUISVILLE,  Ky.  (ABP)  —  A  third  Christian  ethics  professor  will 
be  added  to  the  faculty  of  Southern  Seminary  in  an  apparent  attempt 
by  trustees  to  counter  the  teachings  of  professor  Paul  Simmons. 

Trustees  met  behind  closed  doors  for  two  hours  Oct.  12  to  discuss  a 
subcommittee’s  study  of  charges  against  Simmons.  He  has  been  the 
target  of  intense  trustee  scrutiny  for  several  years  due  to  his  support 
for  abortion  rights. 

Seminary  President  Roy  Honeycutt  said  the  rules  of  the  closed 
meeting  meant  he  couldjfOt  comment  any  further. 

For  trustees  to  initiate  die  creation  of  a  faculty  position  is  a  depar¬ 
ture  from  past  procedure.  Such  decisions  traditionally  have  begun 
with  the  faculty  and  administration  and  worked  their  way  to  trustees 
for  final  approval. 

Decisions  to  add  faculty  also  have  been  based  on  increasing  student 
loads  and  the  availability  of  funding,  seminary  sources  said.  Howev¬ 
er,  neither  of  those  factors  appears  to  have  driven  the  trustee  decision.

The  lessons  from  1  Timothy  in  October  focused  on  Com¬ 
mitment  For  Breakthrough.  We  learned  that  commitment 
comes  through  developing  some  qualities  in  our  lives  that 
demonstrate  faithfulness,  character,  lifestyle,  and  values  in 
serving  Christ.  Now  that  we  have  taken  the  first  step  of 
commitment,  we  move  to  a  study  of  2  Timothy  which  will 
help  us  to  Prepare  For  Breakthrough.  This  is  the  theme  for 
Unit  2  (November  1-22). 

When  Paul  wrote  this  second  letter  to  Timothy,  his  situa¬ 
tion  had  changed  quite  dramatically.  He  was  a  prisoner  in 
Rome  facing  death.  All  of  his  associates  were  gone,  and 
only  Luke  remained  by  his  side.  But  Paul’s  concern  was  for 
Timothy  and  the  success  of  the  Gospel.  Paul  encouraged 
Timothy  to  remain  faithful  and  to  prepare  him  to  continue 
the  work  of  the  Gospel.  Let’s  look  at  2  Timothy  1:3-12. 

Paul’s  recognition  of  Timothy’s  faith  (w.  3-5).  What  a 
comfort  it  must  have  been  for  Timothy  to  know  that  Paul 
was  praying  for  him.  Paul  prayed  for  Timothy  night  and 
day.  Timothy  was  constantly  in  the  prayers  of  Paul.  Paul 
knew  that  his  life  would  soon  end,  and  Timothy  was  his 
great  hope  to  continue  the  work  of  the  Gospel.  Paul  knew 
of  Timothy’s  sincere  faith.  Timothy  had  served  faithfully  at 
Ephesus.  It  was  a  difficult  ministry  for  him.  He  had  dealt 
effectively  with  false  teachers  and  pagan  influences  while 
pastoring  the  church.  Paul  continually  encouraged  him  in 
his  first  letter  to  be  strong  and  faithful.  Paul  had  become 
convinced  that  Timothy  was  the  one  to  take  his  place  after 
his  death.  Paul  evidently  began  this  process  when  he  sent 
Tychicus  to  replace  Timothy  at  Ephesus  so  that  Timothy 
could  join  him  at  Rome  (2  Timothy  4:  9,12).  Paul  wanted 
his  son  in  the  faith  to  give  spiritual  leadership  to  all  the 
churches.  He  knew  that  bis  faith  was  equal  to  the  task. 

A  challenge  to  Timothy  (w.  6-8).  Paul  reminded  Timo¬ 
thy  of  the  spiritual  gifts  he  had  received.  These  were  con¬ 
firmed  when  God  called  him  into  service  and  Paul  ordained 
him  by  the  laying  on  of  hands.  God  gave  to  Timothy  the 
gifts  he  needed  for  his  ministry.  Now,  Paul  was  encourag¬ 
ing  Timothy  to  fan  into  flame  or  stir  up  these  gifts.  Use 
them  to  their  very  limits.  Keep  them  sharp  through  prayer, 
worship,  and  service. 

It  is  the  Holy  Spirit  who  enables  us  to  serve  God,  and 
through  him  we  can  overcome  fear  and  weakness.  Paul 
encouraged  Timothy  to  overcome  his  feelings  of  timidity 
and  cowardice  by  depending  on  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  We  cannot  serve  God  by  our  power  alone.  Nothing 
can  take  the  place  of  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  So  Paul 
reminded  Timothy  to  not  be  ashamed  to  testify  about  Christ 
or  to  identify  with  him,  a  prisoner  of  the  Gospel,  and  to 
always  depend  on  the  Holy  Spirit  to  supply  the  power. 

A  summary  of  the  gospel  message  (w.  9-11).  Paul 

for  Timothy’s  benefit  Salvation 


Freedom  from  sin  comes  only  through  Christ.  The  free¬ 
dom  that  Christ  offers  is  found  as  a  person  confesses  his  or 
her  sin,  asks  God’s  forgiveness,  and  accepts  Christ  as  Sav¬ 
ior  and  Lord.  The  reason  for  freedom  is  expressed  in  Gala¬ 
tians  5:1:  “It  is  for  freedom  that  Christ  has  set  us  free. 

Stand  firm,  then,  and  do  not  let  yourselves  be  burdened 
again  by  a  yoke  of  slavery.” 

Freed  to  new  life  (6:1-4).  “But  where  sin  increased, 
grace  increased  all  die  more...”  (Romans  5:20).  No  matter 
how  bad  the  sin,  God’s  grace  is  greater.  However,  God’s 
grace  offered  to  the  sinner  is  not  a  license  to  sin.  “What 
shall  we  say  then?  Are  we  to  continue  in  sin  that  grace  may 
abound?  By  no  means!  How  can  we  who  died  to  sin  still 
live  in  it?”  (6:1-2).  Paul  refutes  those  who  say  that  sin  is 
their  means  of  allowing  God  to  reveal  his  grace.  To  come 
to  Christ  is  to  die  to  sin,  not  live  in  it. 

“We  were  therefore  buried  with  him  through  baptism  into 
death  in  order  that,  just  as  Christ  was  raised  from  the  dead 
through  the  glory  of  the  Father,  we  too  may  live  a  new  life” 
(v.  4).  Baptism  is  a  symbol  that  a  person  has  a  personal, 
saving  relationship  with  Christ.  Lowered  into  the  water,  the 
symbol  is  being  baptized  into  Christ’s  death,  and  death  to 
living  without  him.  Raised  from  the  water,  the  symbol  is 
Christ’s  resurrection  and  new  life  in  him.  The  phrase,  “live 
a  new  life,”  describes  a  new  way  of  life  in  Christ. 

Free  from  the  penalty  of  sin  (6:23).  “For  the  wages  of 
sin  is  death,  but  the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life  in  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord”  (6:23).  All  the  good  works  a  person  can  do  can¬ 
not  earn  God’s  favor.  Good  works  do  not  outweigh  the  fact 
that  we  are  sinners.  We  fall  short  of  God’s  requirements  to 
be  right  with  him.  “For  all  have  sinned  and  fall  short  of  the 
Glory  of  God”  (Romans  3:23).  Without  Christ,  the  sinner 
gets  what  he  or  she  deserves  for  sin:  DEATH. 

Eternal  life  is  a  gift  of  God  that  can  only  come  from  God. 
He  offers  life  to  all  who  believe  in  him  as  Savior.  No  one  is 
worthy  to  receive  God’s  gift  In  his  love,  Jesus  came  to 
make  worthy  those  who  come  to  him.  No  matter  who  you 
are  or  what  you  have  done,  God  loves  you.  He  wants  you  to 
come  to  him  in  repentance  of  your  sin  and  accept  him  as 
your  Lord  and  Savior.  He  wants  to  free  you  from  the  penal¬ 
ty  of  sin  and  give  you  eternal  life. 

Free  to  learn  from  the  law  (7:7).  “What  shall  we  say, 
then?  Is  the  law  sin?  Certainly  not!  Indeed  I  would  not  have 
known  what  sin  was  except  through  the  law.  For  I  would 
not  have  known  what  coveting  really  was  if  the  law  had  not 
said,  ‘Do  not  covet  ’”  Paul  was  saying  that  through  the  law 
be  had  come  to  a  knowledge  of  sin.  Sin,  not  the  law,  was 
the  problem.  If  one  thinks  that  keeping  the  law  will  bring 
salvation,  that  person  is  deceived.  Trying  to  be  justified  by 
keeping  the  law  seems  good,  but  it  is  impossible  and  leads 
to  death. 

Facing  the  conflict  with  sin  (7:14-23).  “So  I  find  this 
law  at  work:  When  I  want  to  do  good,  evil  is  right  there 
with  me.  For  in  my  inner  being  I  delight  in  God’s  law;  but  I 
see  another  law  at  work  in  the  members  of  my  body,  wag¬ 
ing  war  against  the  law  of  my  mind  and  making  me  a  pris¬ 
oner  of  die  law  of  sin  at  work  within  my  members”  (w.  21- 
23).  Paul  described  himself  as  “sold  under  sin”  (v.  14). 
“Sold  under  sin”  is  a  term  which  means  bought  and  deliv¬ 
ered  to  sin,  as  a  slave  to  a  master.  One  of  the  great  ques¬ 
tions  of  New  Testament  study  regards  whether  verses  14-23 
refer  to  Paul’s  life  before,  or  after,  conversion. 

The  struggle  with  sin  is  a  real  part  of  the  life  of  a  Christ¬ 
ian.  Each  one  of  us  sins.  The  Lord  promises  that  “If  we 
confess  our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our 
sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness”  (I  John 
1:9).  Thanks  be  to  God  that  though  the  struggle  with  sin  is 
real,  so  is  God’s  victory  and  our  hope  is  in  him.  • 

The  way  to  freedom  (7:24- 25a).  “What  a  wretched  man  I 
am!  Who  will  rescue  me  from  this  body  of  death?  Thanks  be 
to  God  —  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord"  (w.  24- 25a).  The 
way  to  freedom  from  sin  and  death  is  through  Christ.  You 
can  be  free  in  him.  Freedom  to  have  eternal  and  abundant  life 
is  a  gift  from  God  that  no  one  can  earn  (Eph.  2:8-9). 

Will  you  accept  Christ  as  your  personal  Savior  and  Lord? 
Will  you  find  freedom  in  him?  “So  if  the  Son  sets  you  free, 
you  will  be  FREE  INDEED!”  (John  8:36).

Paul  said  that  his  commission  was  to  be  a  herald,  apostle, 
and  teacher  (v.  11).  Breakthrough  calls  for  us  to  be  the 
same. 

Paul’s  confidence  in  God  (v.  12).  Believers  may  live 
with  confidence  and  security  knowing  that  God  is  capable 
of  fulfilling  his  purpose,  winch  includes  sustaining  those 
who  are  his  people.  Paul  had  confidence  in  God’s  power  to 
save  and  keep  him.  He  had  entrusted  his  life  to  the  Lord. 
He  had  no  regrets  or  concerns.  God  will  honor  and  keep  all 
that  we  entrust  to  him.  God  will  see  his  purpose  through  to 
completion.  May  we  entrust  our  total  being  to  him!
